Academics  —  a  team  effort 


What  is  the  function  of  a  school  and  what  is  the  purpose  of  education?  "there  is  no  quick  answer  and 
the  question  would  surely  elicit  a  variety  of  responses.  Probably  however,  the  word  'Academic(s)' 
would  appear  in  most  peoples  replies.  Although  not  the  only  thing  of  importance,  everyone  would 
probably  agree  that  Instruction  in  the  areas  of  Language,  Mathematics,  Science,  Social  Studies  and 
the  Arts  is  essential  to  the  existence  of  a  school.  The  task  is  a  daunting  one,  if  one  considers  what 
teachers  are  supposed  to  instill  into  their  students  and  within  what  short  a  time-frame.  9*7  the  12 
gears  of  a  child's  education,  there  are  approximately  12  000  hours  of  instruction  time.  Compare  this 
to  the  10  000  hours  (at  2  hours  per  dag)  which  might  be  spent  watching  television,  the35  000  hours 
of  sleep,  the  10  000  hours  of  holiday  time  and  approximately  40  000  hours  devoted  to  other  pur- 
suits, it  is  a  miracle  that  the  classroom  teacher  manages  to  make  anything  stick.

They  will  need  all  of  these  skills,  if  they 
are  to  operate  and  be  successful  in  our  increasingly  competitive  and  fast-changing  world.  Students 
atShawnigan  are  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent  learning  environment.  They  are  instructed  by  dedi- 
cated, caring  teachers.  We  hope  that  they  will  take  away  with  them  not  only  a  body  of  knowledge 
but  also  the  academic  skills  which  will  help  them  to  make  a  success  of  their  lives.

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Language  is  fundamental  to  thinking,  learning  and  communi- 
cating in  all  cultures.  The  skilled  use  of  language  is  associated 
with  many  opportunities  in  life,  including  further  education, 
work,  and  social  interaction.  The  position  of  English  as,  argu- 
ably, the  most  useful  of  the  world's  languages,  makes  the  study 
of  English  a  necessity  in  any  educational  setting.  In  Canada, 
where  one  quarter  of  the  population  is  made  up  of  French  speak- 
ers, we  think  that  it  is  most  important  for  young  people  to  be 
given  opportunities  to  communicate  in  French.  In  addition  to 
bringing  personal  satisfaction,  competence  in  French  expands 
national  and  international  career  opportunities  in  many  fields. 
An  ability  to  communicate  in  French  also  encourages  the  de- 
velopment of  an  open-minded  attitude  towards  Francophone 
and  other  cultural  groups,  and  increases  the  students'  aware- 
ness of  their  own  cultures.
